How Congress Fuses a Bill. 


One branch of Congress passes a 


bill and sends to the other. If the 
latter .idopts it precisely as it pass- 
ed, it then goes to the President for 
his approval. 
Bat if the bill is 


amended or changed on its passage 
in the other braneli, it is sent back 
with sucli changi's to the House iu 
which it originated. Ii these amentl- 
rneiitft are there adopted,,!! then goes 
to the President; but if not adojih-d 
or wily adopted in part, it comes 
back ag»in to the second branch, 
where the vote is to recede from th> 
amendment*; or to insist ujion them. 
If Ihe hotly insists, then a Conimit- 


to<- of Conference is appointed, aud 
notice being given to the oilier 
II ui-se, a like committee is aproitit- 
etl, and lhi*e two corumitteen met-t. 
If they agree on a report, the bill as 
reported is voted on again in each 
House. If they disagree, each re- 
j,ort*, and sometimes a new commit- 
tee is appointed, and sometimes the 
bill fails. 
But if it passes both 


Houses, then the President signs it 
if he approves; if he disapprove?, 
he returns it within ten days to the 
House in which it originated, with 
his objections. 
If that house passes 


it again by a two-thirds vote, it goes 
to the other branch of Congress, aud 
and if it passes that branch liy a 
two-thirds vote, it becomes a 
law. 


There is no arbiter between any of 
the parties. 


Turkish Marriage Laws. 


The Turkish woman is marriage- 


able at the age of nine years, and by 
Turkish law at that age, if married, 
she is competent to manage her 
properly and dispose of one-third of 
her fortune. 
The law allows her 


to abandon her husband's house for 
just cause and will protect her so 
doing. 
She cannot be compelled to 


labor for the support of her husband. 
On the contrary, lie is compelled to 
support her; and it is a penal offense 
to insult or ill-treat her. Should 
he not furnish her with funds she is 
authorized to borrow in his name 
and even sell his property. 
After 


marriage she has absolute control of 
her own property, which he cannot 
touch.

Among the wonderful and useful in- 


ventions of the times id the common 
blast. Suppose you desire a piece ot 
marble for a gravestone; you cover the 
stone with a -beet of wax no thicker 
than a wafer; then you cut in the wax 
the name, date, etc., leaving the marble 
exposed. Now p;i-s it under the blast 
and the sand shall cut it away. Remove 
the wax and you have the cut letters. 
Take a piece of French plate glass, say 
two by six teet, cover it with fine lace 
and pass it under the blast, and not a 
thread of the lice will be injure'., but 
the sand will cut deep into the glass 
wherever it is not covered by the lace. 
Now remove the lace and you have a 
delicate and beautiful figure raised on 
tbe glass. In this way beautiful fig- 
ures of all kinds are cut in glass and at 
a small expense. Tbe workmen can 
hold tbeir bands under tbe blast with- 
out harm, even when it in rapidly cut- 
ting away the hardest cutting glass, 
iron or atone, but they must look out 
for finger nails, for they will be whittled 
off right hastily. If they put on steel 
thimbles to protect their nails it will 
do but little good, for the sand will 
soon whittle them away; but if they 
wrap a piece of soft cotton around them 
they are safe. You will at once see 
the philosophy of it. The sand whittles 
away and destroys any hard substance- 
even glass—but does not affect sub- 
stances that arc soft and yielding, like 
wax, cotton, fine lace, or even the hu- 
man band.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—In the crim- 


inal cflurt this morning Judge Cox ren- 
dered his decision in the star-route eas- 
es, discussing principally the question 
as to the infamy of the crime charged. 
The conclusion arrived at was that the 
crime was infamous, and tbe aecnsed 
should have been proceeded against by 
indictment. 
He therefore sustained 


the motion expelling the information 
from the files of tbe court, and ordered 
tbe discharge of the defendants. 


But few in Washington are surprised 


at tbe decision of Judge Cox, who 
grants the motion to strike off the in- 
formation against the bUr-route con- 
spirators and discharge the defendants 


The court room was crowded, tbe au- 


dience 
being 
composed 
of 


the friends of tbe accused. As soon as 
the judge's decision had been made, Mr. 
William K. Cook, assistant to tbe attor- 
ney general, read a statement, which he 
had evidently prepared in anticipation 
of the result. He denied the state- 
ment of District Attorney Corkhill 
that the attorney general had been con 
suited by him in regard to the adjourn' 
ment ol tbe grand jury, and claimed 
that tbe information had only been re- 
sorted to after the goverment had been 
prevented from asking an indictment 
until after the statute of limitation 
ooulJ have begun to operate. On tho 
part of the prosecution, he promised 
that tliQ accused would not long be able 
to exult. They would be brought bc- 
lore a grand jury and before a petit 
jury, and that they would have all the 
opportunity they apparently desired to 
defend themselves upon proceedings 
against which no technical objection 
oould be raised. 


After tbe adjournment of the court 


the accused were congratulated by tbeir 
numerous friends. 


After the rendering of Judge Cox's 


decision, Cook said it was deemed prop 
er he should make a statement, which 
had been purposely delayed until this 
time, witu reference to the fact thai 
the cases against Thomas J. Brady ant 
others had not been presented to the 
grand jury. The assassination of the 
President occurred on the 2d of July 
On the Wednesday previous, at the 
President's request, he had a conversa- 
tion at the white house in regard to the 
star route cases. After a full explana 
tion tbe President expressed himself 
fully satisfied with what had been done 
but urged that the cases be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. It bad been his 
(Cook's) intention to complete the neo 
eusary preparations and present the 
cases to the grand jury on its meeting 
in September. On Saturday following 
the nation and civilized world wen 
shocked at the announcement of James 
A. Qarfield's assassination. All labor 
as a consequence, had been suspended 


Tbo delay had been primarily ant 


chiefly caused by the assassin's bullet 
It had been an unavoidable, humane 
justifiable delay. Resuming active! 
the investigation, Messrs. Brewstcr and 
Bliss had become connected with the 
case. Several consultations had been 
held at Elberon, from which he (Cook) 
returned September II, so as to be 
here at the assembling of the grand 
jury. He had been imaediately recalled 
to IHbcron, but on tho 15th of Septem- 
ber hastened back to Washington to 
proceed with the case. On the steps 
of the cars he had been surprised with 
the statement that the grand jury had 
adjourned. 


The recess had been absolute, for had 


he at any time received an intimation 
the grand jury could have been reas- 
sembled. 


The attorney general and district at- 


torney did not agree as to what passed 
between them. 
He (the attorney gen- 


eral) was not in the habit of noticing 
statements made in reference to him as 
authorizing it to be done. He (Cook) 
was, as regarded the star-route cases, 
the immediate legally recognized repre- 
sentative ot the government and tbe 
attorney general, and in no manner 
had be been consulted as to 
the 


recesss of the grand jury. Its move- 
ments tnd intentions, if not concealed 
from him were unknown. From the 
day of his unsolicited employment by 
the United States on the 1st of June 
till tbe present hour, he had devoted 
most of his time to star route cases. 
The labors on his part and on the part 
of his associates were far more arduous 
than Luowa to any one. There has 
keen no indecent, delay. There would 
be none sustained by tbe administration 
and its superior officers. The cases, in 
whatever form the court might approve, 
would be carried, on until the guilt or 
innocence of the accused parties should 
be proved to the jury, governed by tbe 
rules of law which might be announced 
by the court 


Tho court then adjourned. 
It is intimated at tbe postoffice de- 


partment by persons prominently con- 
nected with the star route investigation, 
that the government will DOW endeavor 
to obtain M indictment against tho 
parries who were discharged to day, 
upon the bails of alleged iimilar of- 
fenses of a later date than those charged 
in the information which has been set 
aside. It is also argued that the bar 
of the statute of limitations may be 
avoided in ease of continuous conspira- 
cy by making tho evidenee relate to tbe 
performance of acts long subsequent to 
its inception, and even allowing for a 
delay of six months in prosecuting the 


ndictment, the parties in view may still 
IB brought to trial before the expira- 
ion of three years from the issuance of 
certain orders, etc., ete., daring die en- 
ire penod of the alleged conspiracy.
